FLY OVER HONGKONG. 

The French alrmen, Commander 
Rignot and Captain Arrachart, 
who on-Saturday morning set out 
from Canton on a flight to Shang- 
haf, had to return Inter in the 
morning, owing to their having 
encountered heavy weather, Or 
their return they passed over the. 
Kai Tack Acrodrome ‘at Kowloon, 
for which they were searching for 
Janding purposes, but failed to 
locate it. : . 


Their machine, a Breguet 19 
with w single 600. h.p. Renault on- 
gine, is the one in which the air- 
men have flown from . Paris. en 
route to Tokyo, and it is their 
intention to fly back to France viii’ 
Siberia, possibly in an attempt to 
break the record for that route. 
She was'sighted over Kai Tack on 
Saturday morning, and was, 
strangely enough, referred to by 
a contemporary as a “mystery 
plane”. positbly on a teat flight 
from: Indo-China, 


Return to Canton, 


Reporting the airmen’s return 
to Canton, our correspondent Shore: 
atates that it waa nt 10-o’c})¢k on 
Saturday morning-$iat th / avia- 
tors got back to, Canton again, but 
they did not appear at Shameen 
until after noon. 


Although ‘the aviators left Can- 
ton on Saturday morning In per- 
feet weather, anys our correspon- 
dent, they had not got very: far be- 
yond Hongkong when they en- 
countered heavy sborms. They 
tried to get through, but as condi- 
tions were becoming worse instead 
of better, they made out to sea, . 


Poor, Visibility. 


The weather was still very bad, 
hawever, and they then — turned 
south towards the coast, making for 
Hongkong, but owing to rain and 
poor visibility they were unable to 
pick up Kai Tack and so returned 
to Canton, Janding nt Tai Sha Taw’ 
just -before 10 am, having been 
three hours in‘ the air. Ke 

Had they been able to Jocate Kai 
Tack, they would have preferred 
landing there rather than to have: 
returned to Canton. : 


Apology Tendered. 


, Immediately on reaching Sha- 

meen, the airmen called on the 
British Consul-General, Mr, Moss, 
und expressed regrets for having 
flown over British territory without 
‘ They .asked ‘that these 
egrets be transmitted to H. E. 
the Governor of Hongkong. . 

After their return to Canton, the 
aviatora expressed the hope that, 
weather permitting, they would be 
able to resume the flight to Shang-
